ORAL JUDGMENT 

This is an election petition fJed by one voter of the 8- 
Bhavnagar Parliamentary Constituency from which the res- 
pondent No. 1 Mr. Gohil Gigabhai Bhavabhai was declared 
elected in the election held on 7th January 1980. The elec- 
tion is sought to be set at naught on the ground that the 
respondent No. 2 one Mr. Ghadhavi Nagrubha Apabhai who 
had filed his nomination paper as one of the contestants, was 
not able to participate in the election on the ground that his 
nomination paper was unlawfully and wrongly rejected by 
the Returning Officer. 


It is alleged in that election petition itself that this High 
Court has got the power to set aside the election and to 
declare the election of the returned candidate to be void as 
per ground (c) of sub-section (1) of Section 100 of the Re- 
presentation of the People Act, 1951. The said section pro- 
vides that if the High Court is of the opinion (c) that 

any nomination has been improperly rejected the High 

Court shall declare the election of the returned candidate to 
be void. How that rejection of the nomination paper is said 
to be bad at law requires to be set out in detail in the light 
of the contentions raised in the petition and also on the 
basis of evidence adduced in this case. The respondent No. 2 
has examined himself in this case as the first witness at Ex- 
hibit 7. The Assistant Returning Officer-cum-Mamlatdars a 
evidence is at Exhibit 15 and one public servant who had 
acted as an enumerator in the process of preparation of the 
electoral roll is one Mr. Arvindkumar Kuberdao Bhatt. an

petitioner hied ms nomination paper, ho was all the while 
under the impression that the elecluiai rod ot 197a alone 
was in operation. 

Alter his nomination paper had been hied, the respondent 
no. z realised tnat ms name was not hnaily published in the 
electoral roil and so he had rushed to this Court on .'Oth 
nceember, 19/9 and lfied the Special Civil Application 
no. 3935 ot 1979 praying for a direction to cancel the list 
ot deleted voters and enjoin upon the Assistant Registration 
Officer to complete the electoral roll of Bhavnagar Parlia- 
mentary Constituency and publish it again and for a direc- 
tion restraining the respondent of that petition from reject- 
ing his nomination pujjers tiled by him for his candidature 
tor the Bhavnagar Parliamentary Constituency. The peti- 
tion was rejected by S. H. Sheth, J., as he then was. hold- 
ing that the Court had no jurisdiction under Article 226 ol 
the Constitution of India. But the Court had made certain 
observations which obviously cannot have any force of 
Law, The scrutiny of the nomination papers which was 
fixed on 11th December, 1979 could not be taken up by 
the Assistant Returning Officer on that day because of the 
interim stay grunted by this Court and so it was taken up 
on 12-12-1979. The Assistant Returning Officer then passed 
the order rejecting the four nomination papers of the respon- 
dent No. 2 vide Exhibit 8. The Returning Officer states as 
follows : 

“The napie of Shri Hagruhla Apabhai Gadhavi has 
been enrolled in the electoral rolls of 1975 at Serial 
No. 143 of Part No. 79/143 of Talaja Assembly 
Constituency comprised in 8-Bhavnagar Parliamen- 
tary Constituency. Thereafter, during the revi- 
sion of Electoral roll in the year of 1979, his name 
appeared in the list of deletion of 1979 in Part 
No. 79/145 of the said Assembly Constituency. 
Hence, therefore, he does not continue as an elec- 
tor. According to the provisions of Section 4(<U 
of the Representation of People Act, 1951 the 
candidate shall be an elector for any Parliamen- 
tary Constituency, Shri Natanbha Apabhai Ga- 
dhavi is neither an elector of ff-Bhavpagar 
Parliamentary Constituency nor he has produced 
any evidence shewing that he is an elector 
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of any other Parliamentary Constituency. Thus, he 
is not qualified for membership of the House of 
People as provided under Sec. 4(d) of the Represen- 
tation of People Act, 1951. 

In tiew of the reasons stated above, I hereby oidered 
to reject the nomination paper filed by Shri Nag- 
lubha Apabhai Gadhavi.” 

Then this election petition came to be filed on 19th 
1 ebruury, 1980 by one Mr. Sarvaiya Hcnjanteinh Amiibha. 
Since the said Hcmanteinh Aniubha died pending the pro- 
ceedings a public notice was issued in that connection and 
the present petitioner Shri Sarvaiya Raghuvireinh Mahipatainh 
the alleged supported of the respondent No. 2 came forth 
to get himself to be substituted as the petitioner. Vide the 
order passed by me in the Civil Application No. 2 of 1980 
in th ij election petition No. 1 of 1980. The say of the res- 
pondent No. 2, who is the only person now in the areas 
because of the pet i ioner having set on the fence after the 
respondent No. 2 gave his evidence, was that the enumerator 
Mr. Bhatt had gone to his house and had noted that in the 
family of the respondent No. 2 he and his wife were the 
voters. The enumerator had, therefore, given a slip, Exhibit 
13, and taken on the slip the signature of the daughter of 
the respondent No. 2, However, for some reasons, the electoral 
Registration Officer found that the name of the respondent 
No. 2 could no 1 be brought on the electoral roll and so in 
the provisional roll that was published on 19th October, 
1979 he appended the deletion list to suggest that the res- 
pondent No. 2's name was not to be included in the electoral 
roll subjeci to some objections coming forth. As stated 
above, neither the respondent No. 2 nor any person went 
to the Assistant Returning Officer with a prayer that the 
respondent No. 2 was wrongly mentioned in the deletion 
liV and the final list came to fee published, ft was only the 
reproduction of the earlier provisional list which included 
on erratum and deletion. In this final list also, the name of 
the respondent No. 2 was mentioned in erratum but it also 
continued to be there on the deletion list, It was, therefore, 
understood that for all practical purposes the responded 
No. 2’s name was not there in the electoral roll. The respon- 
dent No. 2 was all unawares of this provisional electoral 
roll and the final electoral roll. 

The question and the only question that has been uguai'd 
before me at the time of hearing is whether the name of 
the respondent No. 2 was rightly notified as deleted from the 
electoral roll or not. The second question that has been 
raised as an ancillary one is whether this Court setting as 
'he Election Tribunal under the Rep; csentaticn of the 
People Act, 1951 can go behind the electoral loll. 

As for as the respondent No. 2’s posture of bis being in- 
nocent is concerned, i say that he h.o tried to a\.nl himseil 
of the belated thought developed by him with a view to see 
that th y accidental nothing by the i numerator in the lorra 
of Exhibit 13 and the accidental conjoint publication of the 
ci ’ilium and the deletion list can t-e turned to au.oi.nl by 
him to afford him the fresh chance of contest lor the 
Parliamentary scat. He cannot be said to have been preju- 
diced on account of what was done by the enumerator or 
by the Assistant Returning Officer. The Idler treated the 
deletion list as having over powering effect and the final 
voice in (he matter of the electoral roll. All the while 
emphasis was laid on behalf of the respondent No. 2 on 
the factum that his name was there on (lie erratum both in 
the ptovistonal and final list as published by the Assistant 
Returning Officer. But the simultaneous annexation of the 
deletion list on both the occassions cannot he igacred. The 
effect of the annexation of the deletion list in both the 
publication should be interpreted to mean that it was the 
last word in the matter of the electoral rolls. At any rate it 
was so heated by the Assistant Returning Officer and in the 
facts and circumstances of the cases, it appears that he was 
right in doing so. The petitioner who was not at .all awaie 
of what had happened at tho^e stages cannot be allowed to 
capitalies on the innocent clips, if anv made by ihc A’sis- 
tant Returning Officer. I call slips in the sence irregularities 
and not a violation of any mandaterv rule of law. 

In the cu'c of Nripcndra Bahadur Simzh v. lai Ram Verrna 
and others, reported in AIR 1977 SC 1997. the Supreme 
Court has laid down as follows : 

“The finality of the electoral roll cannot be challenged 
in an election petition evc n if certain irreguiai Hies 
had taken place in the preparation of 'he electioral 
roll or if subsequent disqualification had taken 
place and the electoral roll had on that score not 


been corrected before the last hour of making 
nominations, After that dead line the electoral roll 
of a constituency cannot be interfered with and 
no one can go behind (he entries except for the 
purpose of considering disqualification under Section 
16 of the 1950 Act. In the case in question the 
persons whose names were recorded in the electoral 
roll and Participated in the voting were not dis- 
qualified under Section 16 of the 1950 Act. That 
being the position it would have been wrong on 
the part of the Presiding Officer not to allow the 
voters whose names were recorded in the electoral 
roll of the constituency to participate in the voting, 
even though their names could have been earlier 
at the appropriate time legitimately excluded from 
the electoral roil. These voters are electors within 
the meaning of Section 2(l)(a) of the 1951 Act 
and were entitled to vote under Section 62 of the 
the 1951 Act. 

In a democracy and for that matter in an election, 
perennial vigilance should be the watch-word for 
all. rf, therefore, notwithstanding the provisions of 
the law F appropriate notion was not taken at the 
appropriate time, the provisions of the election law 
which have got to be construed strictly, must work 
with indifference to consequences, immediate or 
mediate. On the part of the officers also it will 
vitalies and invigorate a healthy democratic practice 
if. charged with the electoral duties, demanding 
high probity, they neither exhibit rank remiVsness 
nor accelerated alacrity apt always to breed sus- 
picion of partisanship. 

It could not be contended that the deliberate omission 
of S. 21 in Section 27(2)(c) is significant and no 
finality is intended in the case of electoral roll for a 
council Constituency in Part IV of the 1950 Act. 
The proviso to Section 21(2) relates to revision of an 
electoral roll and sets at rest any possible contro- 
vercy in case there happens to be no revision of 
electoral rolls for one reason or other. The pro- 
viso, therefore, has been advisedly inserted in 
Section 21(2) with a specific purpose of forestalling 
a si'uation. The case caution is not necessary in 
the case of preparation of electoral rolls under 
Section 27(2), the alterations whereof arc conco- 
mitant with statutory transformations of the local 
Acts. If any modicum of caution is yet necessary 
even that is preserved by S. 23(3) which is made 
applicable, in terms, under Section 27(2)(a). In the 
circumstance the setting aside of election was 
illegal". 

The law on this point is too clear to call for any elaboration. 
In the above facts and circumstances, I find little merit in 
this election petition which is hereby dismissed with no 
order as to costs because Mr. A, P. Ravalli, the learned 
advocate appearing for the contending respondent No. t, 
does not press for cos's.
